In a very few instances there 
have been specific laws perm it­ 
ting trial 
by jury

crim inal contempt. The Constitu­

guarantees 
jury

crim es but not for contempt of 
court. 
A crim e—being a violation of 
state or federal law—is an offense 
against the state or the govern­ 
m ent. Contempt of court is an of­ 
fense against the authority of a 
judge and his power to command 
compliance with his orders. 
Southern Democrats did not ar­ 
gue against trial by a judge alone 
for civil contempt. But for crim i­ 
nal contempt they demanded

Within a few minutes his 
chest was opened, the heart was 
massaged, oxygen was delivered 
to his lungs and the heart beat 
again. 
Nine months later 
this 
physician was practicing medicine. 
The rest of 
the article is de­ 
voted principally to a discussion 
of the surgery performed and its 
results on 100 patients with dis­ 
ease of the coronary arteries. 
It is not necessary here to go 
into the nature of the operation 
which is highly technical, except 
to say that it involved methods 
of building new blood vessels to 
supply the heart to replace those 
which were unable to do a sat­ 
isfactory job. 
Cases of the 100 patients were 
followed six months to five years 
thereafter. 
There was no pain 
m 40. 
less pain than previous­ 
ly in 48. or a total of 88 improved. 
Thirty-four 
of 
these 
patients 
were better able to work without 
limitation of their activities 
and 
56 were better able to work with 
m oderate limitations. 
It was emphasized that the op­ 
eration does not pretend to cure 
the disease, but if it gives a long­ 
er life with more comfort there 
is surely much to be said for it! I

money situation, dhd the rising 
price level in the view of the 
treasury officials. 
Full employment, with a scarci­ 
ty of lab or in many of the skilled 
trades, has set the stage for the 
annual 
increase 
in 
the 
wage 
scales. 
Tie 
the* b usiness 
expansion 
b oom to a tight lab or market and 
you get the demand and supply 
situation that keeps prices rising. 
As long as employment is so high 
and the total of personal incomes 
so high there will b e little real 
consumer 
resistance 
to 
high 
prices. And so the spiral goes 
merrily on. 
These are the pains of prosperi­ 
ty. 
Economy Can Ward Off Ills 
But just as the b ody in time 
can fight off many diseases, so 
can the economy. There are some 
b uilt-in remedies.

Pneumonia Cases 


Hit Minnesota 
MINNEAPOLIS uP - An o ut- 
break o f “my stery pneumo nia” at 
Austin, Minn., to day claimed the 
attentio n o f state and federal med­ 
ical men after the disease struck 
70 perso ns and caused 2 deaths. 
The disease hit a peak o f 33 vic­ 
tims afflicted between July 24-30, 
the Minneso ta Health Department 
repo rted Mo nday with the bal­ 
ance o f the cases o ccurring o ver 
the rest o f that mo nth. Since the 
high mark, o nly six new attacks 
have been repo rted. 
The attacks start with chills and 
fever and bring temperatures o f 
fro m 101 to 105, Dr. Herbert Klein- 
man o f the state* agency said. He 
added that it mo sjly attacks men 
o ver 40. 
Unlike o ther pneumo nia ty pes, 
this o ne do es no t respo nd to pen­ 
icillin, a spo kesman said. He add 
edthat in so me respects the dis­ 
ease resembles Q-fever, an ani­ 
mal-bo rne virus and that tests fo r 
that no w are being held.
